Soys Do Vinci 
Manuscripts 
Discovered 


By JAMES F. DONOHUE 


BOSTON (AP) - A scholar 


says two lost manuscripts of 
Leonardo da Vinci discovered in 
Spain may result in several in- 
ventions being attributed to the 
Italian master for the first time. 


Dr. Ladislao Reti of the El- 


mer Belt Library of Vinciana of 
the University of California at 
Los Angeles told a news con- 
ference Monday: 


Until now we had only 5,000 


pages of Da Vinci in the world. 
These manuscripts contain 700 
pages 
this adds about one- 


sixth to what we have of the 
master." 


The discovery was announced 


at the news conference by Dr. 
Jules Piccus, professor of ro- 
mance languages at the Univer- 
sity of Massachusetts, who said 
he found the works in the Na- 
tional Library of Madrid, Spain. 


Reti, an expert on Da Vinci's 


scientific works, said the man- 
uscripts were produced between 
1491 
and 1505, and contain notes 


and 200 drawings. 


"We feel that these manu- 


scripts will result in several 
new inventions being attributed 
to Da Vinci," Reti said. "For 
example, the chain drive like 
that on bicycles. We first know 
of this in the 18th century, but 
careful drawings of the chain 
, .« 
D V iT.* ,!«0 ,j. 
drivft appear-on these pages. 


"And 
there are drawings of 


a corn mill with an automatic 
sifter machine which we first 
know of from the 16th century. 
There are many other examples 
of early automation." 


Piccus said he was making a 


"systematic search for Spanish 
medieval poetry" when he came 
upon the works. 


Piccus asked Reti to authenti- 


cate the manuscripts. This was 
completed two weeks ago, he 
said. 


Reti said the writing in the 


manuscripts is backward and 
can be read only in a mirror. 
"Only Da Vlncl did that sort of 
writing in that way," Dr. Reti 
said, "and It cannot be forged." 


Prospectors probed the Glacier 


National Park area in the early

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Arkansas Supreme Court reaf- 
firmed today the discreation of 
a trial judge to grant a new 
trial on the basis of new evi- 
dence, but it said this discre- 
tion can be abused.

A—Methyldopa 
(Aldomet) 


and chlorothiazide (Diuril) in 
the usually prescribed dosage 
are safe when taken under 
medical supervision, including 
periodic blood counts. If, for 
any reason, it becomes neces- 
sary to discontinue 
either 


drug, your doctor can give you 
other drugs that will keep 
your blood pressure within 
normal limits. 


Q—How serious is a blood 


pressure of 250 over 184? 


A—The l o w e r (diastolic) 


reading is the one to watch. 
Any reading of over 100 is 
dangerously high. Measures to 
reduce it should be started at, 
once and kept up indefinitely. 


Q—What is meant by hy- 


pertensive 
arteriosclerosis? 


My blood pressure is 145 over 
70. 


A—The term means hard- 


ening of the arteries associ- 
ated with high blood pressure 
but a blood pressure of 145 
over 70 in an adult is well 
within the normal range. 


Q—How safe is Parnate?

During Truce 


SUPERIOR, Wis. (AP) - A 


Republican critic of the Johnson 
administration's handling of the 
Vietnam war says he was shak- 
en by revelations of the Com- 
munist buildup during the re- 
cent truce. 


Rep. 
Alvin E. O'Konski of 


Wisconsin, a member of the 
House Armed Forces Commit- 
tee, said that reconnaissance 
photos showed more than 300 
ships in North Vietnamese ports 
during the four-day lunar new 
year cease-fire, O'Konski said 
he saw them at a briefing by 
the Central Intelligence Agency 
in Washington Saturday, 


"They shook me, and I'm still 


shaken," OKonski said Monday 
night in a speech at Concordia 
Lutheran Church. 


O'Konski said that ships in 


North Vietnam ports during the 
truce included some from Great 
Britain, France, Greece, and 
Yugoslavia, among others. 


He declared that the Soviet 


Union is the real enemy in the 
war and that the North VieN 
namese "couldn't keep up the 
fight for more than a couple of 
weeks without aid of the Rus* 
sians."
